Our Majeſty's Dutiful and Loyal Subjects, the Commons of Ireland, beg leave to lay 
before your Majeſty, this their humble Repreſentation, wherein are contain'd ſome 
of many Inſtances of the heavy Preſſures your Loyal Subjects have for ſeveral Years 
paſt, and ſtill do, groan under; occaſion'd by, and owing to, the infincere and 

oppreſſive Actings of the late Truſtees, appointed for the Sale. of the forfeited Eſtates within this 

Kingdom : And altho they cannot but with Deteſtation reflect on the unneceſſary and unwar- 

rantable Severities, by the Truſtees, us'd towards the Proteſtants of this Kingdom, (when at the 


ſame time the Papiſts found Favour from them) and the vaſt Expence they were put to, in deſend- 


ing their Eſtates, during the Continuance of that Commiſſion z yet they choſe to paſs over thoſe, 


and other paſt Misfortunes this 3 hath ſuffered by their means, and fly to your Majeſty for 
Relief againſt growing Evils, and farther Miſchiefs, which will fall upon it, unleſs your Majeſty 
Thall graciouſſy in terpoſe in their Favour, 5 : T6 5

That by their Paper, entitled, 4 Lift of Arrears, ſeveral Perſons are return'd to owe Rent for a 
Lands, of which they never were Tenants, nor ever contracted for, or were poſſeſsd of; and in 3 
ſome Caſes there is no ſach Land as the Return mentions s. 
That others are return'd by them (and theſe to a great Number) to owe Rent, who, on 
Mating Accounts, and having juſt Allowances made to them, have appeat'd to owe little or no 
part of the Arrearages return'd, and always were ready to pay the Ballance due, having thoſe 
Allowances made them, to which they are entitled by Law, for Quit-Rent, Crown-Rent, &c.. 
That in other Oaſes, the. Tenants return'd in Arrear, have Receipts under the Hands of the 
Truſtees Receivers, for the Mond with which they are charg d Dy hoſe Returns 3. pargicularly 
Maurice Anneſi, Eſq one of their Receivers and Favourites, .receiv'd the Sum of 41 l.

That the ſaid Maurice Anne/ly entred into. ond, with Security, for accounting to the Truſtees, 
as all other Receivers did; but that the ſaid Truſtees have embezzled, or carry'd;with them into 
England, the ſaid Maurice Anneſly's Bond, not having deliver'd over the fame to the Commiſ- 
ſioners of the Revenue, as in other Caſes, purſuant to the Act of Parliament. 
That Gregory Nolam, an Iriſh Papiſt, another of the Receivers to the Truſtees, is by them re- 
turned in Arrear to the Commiſſioners of the Revenue the Sum of 1121 J. 5 , which Debt 
he laid Nolan denies, and no Bond or other Paper, whereby to charge him, left by the Truſtees 
with the Commillioners of the Rexenue. T | : bY 
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That Roger Sheil, Thomas Bomford, and Hercules Courtny, three of the Receivers of the 


Truſtees, are by them return d to the Commiſhoners of the Revenue, to owe 4420 J. 3

That ſeveral Tenants, return'd in Arrear by the Truſtees, have produc'd to the Commiſſio- 
ners of Your Majeſty's Revenue, ſeveral Orders of the {aid Truſtees, whereby the Tenants, men- 
tioned in ſuch Orders, were diſcharg'd from all, others from part of the Arrears ſo returned on

That Thomas Webb was by the Truſtees return'd in Arrear to the Commiſſioners of the Re- 
venue, the Sum of 32 l. 195. 11 4.4. For which Sum he was proſecuted in the Court of Exche- 
quer, and diſcharg'd by the ſaid Court, on producing a Receipt under the Hand of IV//;/;om 
Trenchard, Secretary to the Truſtees. 15 - 
That ſome Debts, by Judgment return'd by the Truſtees, were, to their Knowledge, enter'd 


into for Performance of Covenants only; none of which appear'd to be broken; others, on Exa- 


mination before themſelves, appear d to have been paid; ſome had been by D-crees of the Court 


of Exchequer diſcharg'd; and others being for great Penalties, were Counter-Securitics only, 
and defealanſed for Performance of Covenants, not broken for any thing appearing, the Com- 
miſors of ſeveral of the ſaid Judgments having obtain'd Decrees in Equity in their Favour, abſo- 
lately diſcharging them thereof before the Truſtees landed in this Kingdom, of which Procee- 
dings they cou'd not but have notice. SKY: 1 

That the Sums return'd by the Truſtees to be due, amount in the whole to 112569 J. 45. 6 d. 2. 
and that more than 3 oo Informations or Suits have been brought into Your Majeſty's Conrt of 
Exchequer, for the Recovery thereof, to the very great Vexation, Expence, and Oppr:fon of 
your Subjects. Yet after ſeveral Years Proſecution, ſo much Money has not appear'd to be due of 
the great Sum return'd, as hath defray d the Expence of theſe Profecutions, altho the nid Fru- 
Rees have, in ſeveral Inſtances, fold, and been twice paid for the ſame Lands; and in other Cats, 
Have ſold Lands to which they never had Title, nor were ever in Poſſeſſion of, and have not given 
Allowance to the Purchaſers for Incumbrances by them decreed, to the great Oppreiſion of the 


Purchaſers, and of the Perſons whoſe Lands were lo fold by the ſaid Truſtees; and what has been 
recovered, would have been paid without Expence or Suit, if the Perſon return'd to awe*t 


fame, could have been diſcharg'd on Payment of what was unjuſtly return'd, to be from the 


due over and above what was truly due to, Your Majeſty ; which, with humble Submiſſion, - 


we have leave to acquaint Your Majeſty, ſeems to have been the Effect of a Deſign in the 
Truſtees, to have procur'd the Continuance of their Commiſſions and Salaries, one Year longer an

That the ſaid Truſtees, in Contempt of the ſaid Act of Parliament, have refus'd to leave ſeve- 
ral Accounts, Books, and Papers, concerning the ſaid forfeited Eſtates, with Your Majeſty's 
Commiſſioners of the Revenue, particularly their Book of Orders, and other Papers and Entries 
minuted by their Secretary; whereby (as we conceive) a great part of the Sums hy them re- 
turn'd, as a Debt due to the Publick, would plainly appear to have been none; by which means 
Your Majeſty's Subjects have been unneceſſarily and unjuſtly put to great Expence, in making 
Proof that Money was paid by Order of the Truſtees, altho the Receipts of the Perſons to whom 


duch Money was paid, were produc'd, tor want of the Original Order given by them, and re- 
maining in their Book of Orders :
